Duluth, 
Nov. 
29.—One 
life 
lost, 
three o th er persons believed to have 
perished and the big ore carrier Mataa- 
fa of the Pittsburg Steam ship company 
wrecked 
tells the 
tale of the 
most 
thrilling, horrifying 
and spectacular 
marine disaster 
at th e Head 
of the 
Lakes in recent years. 
The steamer 
Is resting in fifteen feet of water with­ 
in IOO yards 
of the shore 
while its 
arew of twenty-seven members are be­ 
ing subjected to the fury of wind and 
wave. A fter going on the bottom three 
of the crew who 
were aft made the 
Journey to the fore part of the craft, 
followed by a fourth, 
who retreated 
after having been washed off the deck 
and nearly into the lake. 
He caught 
projection, however, 
and crawled 
back to the deck, thence to the boat’s 
■tem. 
The tragic spectacle was wit­ 
nessed by 10,000 spectators on shore, 
who raised 
their 
hats and 
shouted 
lustily when they saw him regain ap­ 
parent safety. 
Efforts 
to rescue 
the crew 
were 
practically abandoned at midnight by 
the lifesaving crew. 
T he 
night was 
bitterly cold, a northeast wind blew at 
the ra te of sixty-flve 
miles an hour 
and a heavy snowstorm made it im­ 
possible to work 
to any 
advantage. 
Three times lines were shot out to the 
stranded craft but the men on board 
failed to reach them and so were left 
to their fate. 
In the morning it is be­ 
lieved the sea will have abated suffl 
clernly to permit 
of the use 
of life­ 
saving boats, which was utterly impos­ 
sible at night. 


Carried Into the Sea. 
At the moment the boat struck the 
canal pier one of the crew was seen to 
make a jump for it but he was carried 
into the sea by the stiff gale. 
Three 
others just behind him were seen no 
more by those on shore, but it could 
aot be determined w hether they were 
jostled off the boat or retreated. 
Huddled 
in the pilothouse are bo 
lieved to be most of the crew and it is 
believed that they will be saved in the 
morning, providing th e gale does not 
Increase. 
Aft are four men, 
however, and if 
they are saved it will be little short 
of miraculous, as they have been sub­ 
jected to the bitter elem ents all after 
noon and night. 
The Mataafa was wrec ked in one of 
the most terrific gales in the history of 
navigation on the G reat Lakes, even 
surpassing in ‘fury th e terrible storm 
of last September, in which so many 
men lost their lives in the vicinity of 
the Apostle islands. 
Two 
other big 
lake steam ers were driven ashore with 
in sight of the lighthouse at the Duluth 
entrance to the local harbor. 
Tho other wrecks are the Crescent 
City of the Pittsburg Steamship com­ 
pany, and the ll. W. England, owned 
by th e England 
Transportation com­ 
pany' of Cleveland. 
As soon as inter 
rupted telegraphic communication with 
other lake ports Is resumed it is ex­ 
pected that further—reports of wrecks 
will 
be received, 
for 
the storm 
is 
thought to have been a record-breaking 
one. 
For thirteen consecutive hours 
the velocity of the wind averaged sixty’ 
miles an hour and at tim es blew at (lie 
rate of seventy miles an hour. 
Vessel Being Pounded to Pieces

Tho Crescent, Captain Frank Rice, 
was

first, 
of the 
three to

aground. 
She went on the rocks six or 
seven miles 
from Duluth 
at 6 a. rn. 
Every member of the crew of twenty- 
six men escaped and none was serious- 
v injured, although several received 
severe cuts anti scratches during the 
flrece battle that was waged with the 
elements before the big craft finally 
hit the rocks. 
It was a miraculous es­ 
cape for all of them 
and had it not 
been for the fact 
that the boat hap­ 
pened to hit in such a way as to tiring 
h er port side up against a rock and 
thus afford a n atu ra l landing place for 
members of th e crew, some of them 
would undoubtedly have been drowned. 
The It. \Y. England, named after her 
captain, is lying on a sand beach on 
Minnesota Point, four miles south of 
th e harbor entrance. 
She 
struck at 
12:10 p. rn., during a blinding snow­ 
storm. 
There was so much snow that 
Captain England could not see land 
ahead until it. was too late to turn. He 
allowed the steam er to take in consid 
erable water for ballast before she was 
driven ashore. 
There is no danger ol 
her breaking up. 
The scow G eorge Herbert was sunk 
off Two Islands, 
on the north shore, 
and it is reported that five men were 
drowned. 
The 
United States 
Steel 
corpora 
tlon’s steam er Mariposa is said to be 
ashore at Split Rock. 
The damage by the storm is estim at­ 
ed at $1,000,000.

Terrific Wind Sto rm Sweeps O v e r Lake 
Superior. 
.Detroit, 
Nov. 
29—Lake 
Superioi 
from Duluth 
to the Soc, 
the Upper 
Peninsula of Michigan, the upper ends 
of Lakes Huron and Michigan and the 
northern counties of I^ower Michigan 
are being sw ept by a terrific wind and 
snowstorm. 
Marquette 
reports 
an 
unusually 
heavy snowfall 
for this time 
of the 
year, with drifts so high th a t train 
and traction 
service is 
impeded and 
greatly delayed. 
Tremendous seas are 
running on L ake 
Superior off 
Mar­ 
quette harbor and more than a dozen 
vessels are riding out the gale inside 
the breakwater there. 
Many w ires are 
down 
between 
Marquette 
and 
the 
north and communication is dem oral­ 
ised. 
The greatest damage reported from 
Lake Huron as a result of the gale is 
at Alpena. 
T he 
waterlogged 
barge 
Harvey Bissell, which was tied at a 
dock, was torn to pieces by the gale; 
the barge Vinland broke away from her 
consort and is aground and the small 
passenger and freight steam er City of 
Holland went on the rocks while trying 
to make the harbor at Rogers 
City. 
The passengers and crew were rescued. 
Docks and other water side property 
sustained heavy 
damage 
at Alpena. 
Much damage was also done on Thun- 
den Bay island, 
where the weather 
station 
and 
watch house 
w ere sur­ 
rounded with w ater and the northern 
portion of the island was submerged. 


Small Schooner Beached. 
More than a dozen vessels are in shel­ 
ter at Port H uron at the lower end of 
Lake Huron. 
One small schooner, the 
J. M. Spaulding, went 
on the beach 
near Fort Gratiot. 
The crew of four 
men reached shore safely. 
Ludington reports a forty-mile gale 
sweeping the upper end of Lake Mic hi­ 
gan. 
Thousands 
of dollars 
damage 
was done to waterside property at Me­ 
nominee and along the west shore of 
Green Bay. 
T he straits of Mackinaw 
were lashed during the 
day by

From Fort

The rebellious sailors are playing a 
waiting game and apparently have full • 
confidence that the guns of the fleet j 
will not be turned 
against them. 
If 
they have not actually disregarded the 
summons to haul down 
the red flag ; 
they seem determined to m ake the au- j 
t.borities show their hand. 
W hether General Nepluoff, the com- 
m andant of the fortress, who was re- ; 
leased by the m utineers 
and who re- . 
lieved General Baron Muller Gakomol- | 
skle, will dare to accept the challenge 
of the mutineers and stake the disci- j 
pllno and loyalty not only of the troops 
at his disposal, but of the whole army 
on the coast is, however, doubtful. 
Dispatches from a score 
of gnrri- | 
sons 
in Russia show 
that the 
land 
forces of the empire are in a state of 
discontent and any order to the troops 
to fire upon their comrades in the sis­ 
ter branch of the service might possi­ 
bly precipitate 
a general and 
wide­ 
spread mutiny. 
On the other hand it 
would be difficult 
to starve 
out the 
sailors 
by a 
regular siege,

Report of M utiny Incorrect. 


The report that the whole fleet had 
gone over to the m utineers under the 
command of l i e u t e n a n t Schmidt, the 
revolutionary com m ander of the cruis­ 
er Otchakoff, is Incorrect, though the 
officers of the other 
ships, as during 
Vice Admiral K r u g e r ’s abortive demon­ 
stration against the 
mutineers on the 
Knlaz Potemkine (now 
the Pantelei­ 
mon) at Odessa, probably will be un­ 
able to obtain obedience of the m en for 
the 
carrying 
out 
of 
any 
meaures 
against their comrades. 
The staff q u a rte rs at Sebastopol are 
guarded by Cossacks and the officers 
in the streets are accompanied by es­ 
corts of Cossacks, the only branch of 
the service th e fidelity of which is a b ­ 
solutely unquestioned. 
Even the m em ­ 
bers of the guard regiments, who are 
pets of the imperial family and super­ 
latively paid and treated as compared 
with th e m e m b e r s of o th e r regiments, 
are joining in the revolutionary move­ 
ment. 
T w o h u n d r e d and fifty m en of 
the guard r e g i m e n t s who w ere said to 
h av e been le a d e rs 
in s p r e a d i n g th e 
revolutionary p r o p a g a n d a w ere a rre st­ 
ed at th eir b a r r a c k s S unday night. It is 
reported t h a t t h e sailors of t h e guard 
equipages from which th e c r e w s for 
tho im perial y a c h t s are d ra w n will bo 
rem oved to St. P e t e r s b u r g on account 
of disaffection a m o n g them. 
The counsel for

held a protracted session during the

cussed. 
T h e r u m b lin g s 
of a n o t h e r general 
strike are b ec o m in g louder. 
The post 
and te legraph officials at Moscow al­ 
ready hav e go n e out and th e s t r i k e has 
spread 
to tw e lv e other 
cities.

general w o r k m e n ’s council h a s s u m ­ 
moned 
a co n fere n ce 
of th e 
leaders 
th roughout th e em pire 
to m eet this 
w eek to d isc u ss the 
possibility of a 
national s t r i k e in sym pathy w ith the 
locked out w o rk e r- of St. Petersburg. 
T h e r e is a strong f. ling a g a i n s t such 
a strike, h o w ev e r, 
not only

and wounding thirty. 
Otherwise the 
dem onstrations were *i*aracterized by 
the m ain ten an ce of order and dignity. 
H u n d re d s of thousands 
of men pa 
raded, thu s emphasizing th eir demand 
for political freedom. 
Such a demon­ 
stration was never before witnessed in 
Austria. 
The most impressive feature 
of tho whole day in Vienna was found 
in the fact that not a single voice was 
raised as the masses m arched silently 
but earnestly and with unmistakable 
determination. 
Parliam ent opened at l l o’clock and 
at noon 
Premier Baron 
Gautch von 
F r a n k e n th u r n announced the granting 
of suffrage to the people.

pointed in th e statem ents in his letter, 
which is in part as follows: 
“ I have received your letter of Oct. 
25 in which you say: ‘Kindly advise 
me at your earliest 
convenience the 
necessary procedure to establish a te r­ 
ritorial form 
of govern m en t for the 
Isle of Pines, West Indies, U. S. A.’ 
“ It is no part of the duties of the 
secretary of state to give advice upon 
such subjects. 
I think it proper, how­ 
ever, to answ er your inquiry so far as 
it may be necessary to remove an er­ 
ror under which you ap p ear to rest 
concerning Hie status 
of the Isle of 
Pines and your rights as residents of 
that island. 
There is no procedure by 
which you and your associates can law­ 
fully establish a territorial government 
in t h a t island. 
The island is lawfully 
subject to the control and government 
of the republic of Cuba and you and 
your associates are bound to render 
obedience to the laws of that country 
so long as you rem ain on the island. 
If you fail in that obedience you will 
bt* justly liable to prosecution in the 
Cuban courts and to such punishment 
as may be provided

Cuba for such offense as you commit. 
“ You may be sure Cuba would not
